Whether be 
hed iu mivd the present éxhibition we have be 
means of koowing, but the remark was y 
applicable to it, as well as to almost all art bol 
lections, old or new. The fact is that artists are 
like the rest of humanity and ‘only 
occasionally ride to bigh tlevels of 
have anything great to express.

THE EXPOSITION PICTURE SALE. 
SUBJECTS VERSUS‘TREATMENT. 


This week closes the. exhibition and agile at 
and 


scarcely be said to have | 

hard to see what considerations can have brought 
Eastern art-dealers here with so large a stock of 
pictures at atime when business retrenchment 
and domestic economy are géneral. However, 
whatever the occasion or fortune of the exhibi- 
tion, it has served a useful purpose to the public 
by giving it an apportunity to become familiar 
with the work of a considerable number of good 
artiste, whose pictures do not often find their 
way so far West. The artistic quality of the 
pictures was, on the average, unusually high for 
a dealers’ exhibition. . A visitor, who bad the 


curiosity to make a rough classification, reports 


that in the second room be counted among 
seventy-five pictures eleven of unusual merit, 
thirty that might justly rank as good puctures, 
and would disgrace no gentiqman’s parlor, twea- 
ty-three ordinary, and elevem decidedly bad. 
Since the first room was decidedly below this ip 
merit, and the other three somewbat sbove it, it 
may be taken as. a fair judgment ef the whole 
collection. 

There seems to have been some deficiency in 
the management or be advertising, for a con- 
siderable proportion of the people Who are in- 
terested in fine art either have not heard at ail 
of the exhibition, or have not understodd that it 
waa of more importance than the almost weekly 
auction of machine-made pictures, painted to 
sell the frames. 

THE MANNER OF AUCTION EERING 
cannot be considered advantageous to the sale, 
at least in the first week. The traditions of 
auctioneering require that the auctioneer should 
make « parrot of himself, and there is probably 
a good reason for it founded in some priagcipis of 
human nature, sacertained by long experience. 
But it can scarcely be wecessary that he should 
make a buffoon’ of Mme, and wtmorédover 
stultify bis customers—first, by attriouting to 
them such discrimination as they are weil aware 
they do not possess, and then by giving them 
such information about pictures as w be an 
insult to a small child greater number of 
buyers, certainly the more im ortant ones, are 
isons who have examined the pictures and 

now  somethi about them, and who 
moreover have determined pretty precisely what 
they are willing to give. A sensible and trutb- 
ful presentation of the objects on sale would 
certainly soswer the purposes of tLis class of 
purchasers better than the present clap-trap 
method, and for the miscellaneous, chance aus 
tomers, it would be a considerable advantage if 
the auctioneer should exhibit some evidence of 
knowledge of what be was talking about; oor is 
this so vpreasonabie to expect aa it at first ap- 
pears, since picture sales gre-now a frequent and 
regular part of the anctioneer’s business, and 
might profitably be made @ specia.ty. Vivacity 
is vot objectionable, but ignorance and 
resentation are, It ought to be said that these 
remarks have no especial applicability to the ro- 
cent sales, por has the writer attended any of 
the last week. 

PROF. SWING REMARKED 

in a recent sermon, that upon visiting a 
picture exbibition with a person of some artist 
taste, his friend called hig attention to the pov- 
erty of subjects but the excellence of the t 
nical execution. With this bit of oarrative the 
reverend gentleman. had the impertineues to i- 
lustrate the genera! walk and conversation of a 
large number of our citizens, aud of mankind 
generally—an immense deal of first-rate work 
applied to very unworthy objects. Whether be 
had iu miud the préseat ibition we have ne 
means of kvowing, but the remark was perfectly 
applicable to it, as well as to almost all art ool- 
lections, old or new. The fact is that artists are 
like the rest of humanity and only 
occasionally rise to bigh levels or 
have anything great to press. As théu- 
sands of autbors get to write a tolerably good 
style, or even an excellent one, and yet {all 
short of producing anything zuoteworthy, so 
hosts of artistes paint well, as faras concerns 
professional skill. without expressing any strik- 
ing or Valuable i use they have them 
not. 

There ia this difference, however, iu favor of 
the artist; that in his work the form aad vehicle 
of expression sre_indefinitely more ümportant 
than in literature, and a picture of an maignifi- 
cant subject may at the least he valuable far 
decorative purposes, or, at the best, may give 
such pleasure to the eye appreciative of color as 
sweet music does to the musician. Hence, 
thought about the management of colors being 
easier than thought about abstract ideas, our ar- 
tists are all at work producing pletures admira- 
ble chiefly or solely for 

EXOELLENT TREATMENT. 

Ordinary art criticism is almost of 
confined to the same qualities which the artisté 
are ivtent upon. It was noticeable in-s letter 
published ip Taz Turnus some weeks ago con- 
cerning the water-colcrs in this exhibition, that 
there was no allusion to the ter or less sac- 
cees of the artists in exp g their ideas, but 
purely a techuical, or perhaps what might be 
call an esthetic, 1éview. This is perfectly 
characteristic of the condition of art, and 
bly unconscious on the part of the writer. If 
thie same collection of water-colora were tried 
by the standard of what they express, it would 
be fouod that not one in ten of them expressed 
anything at all. A cluster of flowers, some 
sheep eating straw, a pleasant nook in the coun- 
try,—sucb for the most part are the subjects, 
and they find their admirers among perso 
with artistic instincts similar to the love of 


sake. The pictares of Vibert, Don Quixote” 
andthe Duel.“ form an exception to this, as 
the pictures of thie artist generaily do, ana it 
will be sotieed that when an arciet batitually 
illustrates definite ideas in his he is on 
the road to distinction.

BEETHOVEN SOCIETY CONCERT. 

The Beethoven Society, although it has a re- 
union underlined for next Friday evening, vir- 
tually closed its season on Thursday evening 
last at McCormick's Hall with a programme 
which included Mendelssohn's delightful canta- 
ta Hear My Prayer,” solos by Miss Jessica 
Haskell; the Hiller cantata “Song of the 
Spirits Ovor the Water”; Gade’s Spring 
Message”; Schumann's “ Wanderer’s Song.“ 
which is so vividly suggestive of the 
“Gypsy Life”; Bargiel’s pretty “Spring 
Night”; and some selections from Schumann's 
„ Kreisleriana ” by Mr. Wolfeohn, which were 
substituted for the Rubinstein sonata, owing to 
Mr. Eichheim’s failure to put in an appearance. 
The audience waa a good one, considering the 
storm which set im about the time the concert 
began, but the Society, for some reason, turned 
out with thinner racks in ita sopranos and altos 
than usual. There was a compensation attach- 
ed to this fact, however, for it gave the tenors, 
who have heretofore been smothered by the 
ladies, an opportunity to be heard. Notwith- 
standing ite reduction, and the fact that many 
leading voices were absent, the Sociéty did some 
good work, especially the ladies, whose singing 
of the Bargiel number was more 
than ordinarily creditable. The Mes- 
delssohn cantata was finely given, and 


Mics Haskell acquitted herself in a superior. 


manner, more particularly in the first solo of 
the cantata, in which she was fresh and in good 
tume. Thesecond solo, 0 for the wings of 
the dove,” one of the most-exquisite numbers 
Mendelssohn ever wrote, was sung with real 
feeling, bat not with the exactness of tune or 
nicety of intonation that characterized the first. 
Besides Mr. Wolfsohn's recital of the Schumann 
music, he played with Mies Ingersoll a Schu- 
mann andante and variations, which was one of 
the most enjoyable numbers of the evening. The 
lady is also entitled to the highest eredit for 
ber discriminating and intelligent gcoompani- 
ments.

ABROAD. 
RUBINSTEIN's “ TOWER OF BABEL.” 

Rubinstein produced bis Biblical drama, La 
Tour de Babel,” in Paris, on the 4th of May. Le 
Menestral writes with extreme bitterness of the 
„ new and deplorable tendencies” exhibited 
both in this work and the new pianoforte on- 
certo which Rubinstein played ia Paris aboat the 
same time. Of the first tableau of the Tower 
of Babel” this paper says: It is written ina 
style 80 diffuse, so incoherent, so completely 
lacking in imagination, so willfully disordecly, that 
the public, struck with a sort of stupor, knew not 
whether to believe ita ears, and half suspected 
that it was made the butt of an attempt at mys- 
tification.” Tue principal characters in the 
drama are Nimrod and Abraham, ‘‘the female 
element except in the chorus being conspicuous 
by its absence.” The writer in Le Meneatrel, 
however (M. Arthur Pougin), confesses that 
“some of the pages in ‘La Tour de Babel’ are 


extremely happy, and deserve to be in better 


company. Unfortunately these pages are not 
very numerous, and thestyle of the work does not 
besome clear until the second haif. The tempest 
is evidently strange and powerful; the air of 
Nimrod, Ab! quel rosean que la puissance 
humaine,” io E flat minor, is broad in style and 
besutiful in eceloring; but the audience was 
charmed most of all by the three successive 
choruses of the children of Shem, Ham, and 
Japhet ; the last especially is adorable, and the 
first, with the intervals of the augmented sec- 
ond which occur persistently in the melodic de- 
sign, produced a truly novel effect and an inde- 
ecribable charm. The second part of Abraham's 
air, Et tous les hommes seront freres, is also 
very melodious. Unfortunstely the work ter- 
minates with s triple chorus which brings us 
back to the incomprehensible style of the first 


pert.” 
* LONENGRIN” IX LONDON, 

The first performance of Lohengrin in 
London took place at Covent Garden on the 8tb 
inst. It created extraordinary interest, and 
seoms to have been entirely successful. The 
scenery, dresses, and properties were unusually 
svlendid; the chorus is said to have been good. 
Miss Aibani as Zisa, Mile. D’Angeri a Or- 
trud, Sig. Nicolini as Lohengrin, and M. Maurel 
as Telramondo, made a deep impression; 
and Sig. Vianesi is highly praised for 
the taste and skill with which he con- 
ducted the performance. The audience was 
large, brilliant, and enthusiastic. The Vorspiel, 
the chorus following the firet appearance of 
Lohengrin, and the introduction to the third act 
were repeated, and all the artiste were called be- 
fore the curtain again and again. The demop- 
strations at the close were especially exciting, 
sibough che curtain did not fall until ten mm- 
utes before 1. The public, as often is the case, 
appears to bave been much more prompt and de- 
cided im ita appreciation than the critics. The 
only one of the London morning papers in which 
we have seen @n adequate review of the opera 
and the performance is the Daily News, The 
remarks of this paper are sensible and interest- 
ing, while the Times and the Daily Telegraph are 
entirely at sea. 

PATTI IN LONDON. 

Patti recently.retutmed to London, and the 
Times of that city says: That Madame Patti 
has seldom, if ever, presented a more etherea) 
embodiment of the character may be siated 
without reserve, With what perfection she can 
act as well as sing Dinorah has been repeatedly 
and convincingly shown.

Although Chicago is par excellence the rail- 
road city of the world, and is indebted chiefly to 
the iron roadway system of which che is the 
centre for her eminence among Western cities, 
yet much of her greatness is due to her position 
as a port and the excellence of her harbor.

But 
while admiring the port and its forests of ship- 
ping, the claims to favorable consideration of 
the men who do the hard work in connaction 
with them must not be overlooked. As 4 rule, 
a sailor. is looked upon with pre- 
udiced vision as .a feckless creature, 
devoid of principle, without aim in 
life, and with hardly a thought as to what the 
moriow will bring forth ; but this picture, which 
might have been a truthful one a century ago, 
cannot be accepted asa fair representation of 
the sailor of to-day, eapecialiy of the sailor who 
plies his vocation on the great fresh water lakes 
of America. | 

THE LAKE SAILOR OF TO-DAY 
is in many respecta vastly dissimilar to his prede- 
cessor of some ten or fifteen years since. At 
and before that time the vast majority of our in- 
land navigators were Americinha,—the farmers 
and sons of farmers, whose property lay ad- 
jacent to the great, fresh waters,—aod the life 
was not generally followed as a steudy means of 
gaining a livelihood, but es 4 stepping-stone to 
something better. It was quite common in those 
days for the head of a farming family to acquire 
an interest in a vessel, and, leaving the care of 
his farm to his wife and elder boys, spend bis 
summer ip cruising and his winter in helping 
the family throngb with the agricultural work at 
home. The combination of agricultural and 
nautical pursuits is still affected by many of the 
mariners, bat by ne means to the extent which 
obtained formerly. One result of this. way of 
doing business was that the salt-water seamen 
had, or affected to have, a contempt for the 
“ fresh-water ” sailors, and an. utter lack of 
faith in their seamanship, while the lake sailors 
were ruite as ready to express their scorn of 
their salt water cousins in such disdainfa] ex- 
pressions aas shell-back,” and others .equally 
eloquent. It was hardly to be expected ‘tha: a 
life of sailing on the lakes d hold forth 
sufficient inducements to American youth, born 
in the midst of such a field for successful labor 
as is presented in the agricultural region which 
eveircles the Great Lakes, to cause the arising of a 
regular see-faring population such as is to be seen 
in other lands in other parts of this country. 
This could not be, add, cOnséquentiy, year by 
year the proportion of American sailors resident 
on or near the lakes bas dwindled, until to-day 
they, together with native sailors from the sea- 
coast, do not amount to oue-taird of the whole 
number engaged iu our lake marine.

BLOODTHIRSTY Nov. 

Sir Joun Lonnocz 's last book is entitled 
“British Wild-Flowers Oonsidered in Rela- 
tion to Insects." He shows that a number of 
them, considered in this way, are eaters of 
flesh and drinkers of blood. They live partly 
on the forces they draw from air and earth, 
but partly, too, on the insects they allure, en- 
snare, and digest. The statements of this 
book are confirmed by the researches of 
Dauvm and Dr. Hooxer in England, several 
botanists in France and Germany, and Mrs. 
Mary A. Tir, of Vineland, N. J. This 
lady has been studying the subject indefati- 
gably, and has published some curious results 
of her investigations. 

There are eight known genera of insectiv- 
orous plants, and several more, as yet undis- 
covered, probably exist. Several varieties are 
very common in this country. Among them 
are the bladder-wort and the sun-dew. Some 
of them swing little buckets of water in the 
air, and so catch and drown rash insects. 
Others thrust out tubes coated inside with a 
sweet glue, in which bugs stick and strangle. 
Still others are arranged like an old-fashioned 
rat-trap, with sharp points that allow an un- 
wary animal to pass in but prevent his going 
out. And others, again, hold valves open 
until some winged creature flies through 
them and then suddenly shut them up and 
proceed to absorb the victim, These vegeta- 
ble blood-suckers are provided with nervous 
systems and digestive fluids. 

The sun-dew has been examined with 
especial care by Mrs. Treat. It is a savage 
insect-destroyer. It thrusts out hairs which 
exude a sticky fluid that shines like diamonds 

i and so attracts the 
The long leaf 
small bugs, but 
“innumerable moths and butterflies two 
inches across.” The leaf is by no means 
a passive trap. It acts with apparent intelli- 
gence and with something like free will. 
When Mrs. Tazat pinned living flies within 
a quarter of an inch of a sun-dew, the latter 
reached out its hairs and caught the victims. 
When alive fly was put in the centre of a 
leaf, it was completely enveloped within 
three hours. The same leaf folded up around 
a piece of raw beef within twelve hours. 
When it was offered minerals, bits of chalk, 
etc., it declined to swallow them. 

It is one of the greatest boasts of science 
that it is practical. The average American, 
looking at these new facts, will at once be- 
think him of a possible application of them. 
The grasshoppers are eating up the West ; 
the sun-dew can eat up the grasshoppers ; 
then give it a chance. Plant the infested 
districts thickly with this grasshopperivorous 
vegetable. Detail the Digger Indians, whose 
stomachs yearn for the hopper, to stand in 
ranks behind the sun-dew in order to capture 
and devour any locust that escapes a sticky 
death. Then the farmers of Kansas can live 
in plenty and the rogues of Kansas can no 
longer live by collecting subscriptions for 
sham sufferers. 


HOW THE STATE FUNDS WERE ENDAN- 
ERED 


0 , 

We have more than once referred to libel- 
ous statements in the Democratic papers to 
the effect that the money of the State be- 
longing to the Inspection Fund was ordered, 
officially, to be placed in the Cook County 
Bank as the basis of a credit for a néwspaper 
in Chicago. This statement, we have in- 
sisted, should be refuted in justice to the 
State officers. 8 

But now Mr. B. F. Arzzw makes another 
revelation, which is of more importance. 
Though Mr. Auten and his Cook County 
Banz were notoriously bankrupt, and had 
been bankrupt for years, he puts it on 
record, in writing, that, a few days be- 
fore he had to close his doors, an ar- 
rangement had been made by which the 
newly-elected Treasurer of the State of IIli- 
nois was to deposit with kim in his bank 
the moneys of the State. During the months 
of November and December, 1674, he con- 
fesses that he frequently did not have over 
$5,000 in money in his bank. On the 7th of 
December he obtained, he says, from Mr. 
Pum. Warswonrn, the newly-appointed Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue in this city, a 
promise of the Government deposits, if Seo- 
retary Bristow would give his assent ; but 
this does not seem to have been obtained. 

On Jan. 6, 1875, he writes: Pau, of 
the Jnter-Ocean,” has returned from a special 
mission to Springfield, and says that the 
State Treasurer promises us the State de- 
posits. The Treasurer gots into office on the 
11th, and we shall have the deposits as soon 
as possible.”

But, in the case of the attempted raid on 
the State , we have Mr. Autzn’s own 
testimony as to who was one of the agents 
using political influence for that purpose, 
and, before a week is over, we will probably 
be able to give the whole history of that 
transaction, so far as Mr. All has put it on 
record. 

The State Treasury of Illinois, in January 
last, when the new Treasurer took possession 
of the office, had in its vaults a fraction over 
TWO MILLIONS oF potzans! How much of 
this sum—whether one-fourth, one-third, or 
one-half—was contracted by Pauaen, of the 
Inter-Ocean,” to be transferred from Spring- 
field to the Cook County Bank, does not ap- 
pear from those portions of Arzzn’s daily 
record which our correspondent has 
sent to us; but we hope to have 
the full particulars. We, however, have 
to congratulate the people of Illingis that 
they escaped the calamity which would 
have attended such a transfer.

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THE CONTEMPT PROCEEDINGS. 

The close of the proceedings for contempt 
against the Aldermen who voted in favor of 
canvassing the charter election, in violation of 
the temporary injunction of the Circuit Court, 
is deferred, but there has already been prog- 
ress enough to develop some very astonishing 
things. Not the least of these is the general 
ignoranee on the part of the Mayor and all 
the guilty Aldermen but one of an opinion 
given by City-Attorney Jams, when the 
injunction was first got out, to the effect that 
& violation thereof would be contempt of 
Court, and subject the Aldermen to punish- 
ment by fine or imprisonment, or both. This 
opinion was asked by the Mayor, and handed 
to him at a time when the injunction 
was. the sensation of the day and the 
Mayor and Aldermen more interested in the 
construction put upon it than in anything else 
in the world, since the extension of their 
terms of office was involved, The opinion 
was printed in all the newspapers at the time, 
and, after lying on Mr. Convin's table all day, 
was found lying on the desk of the President 
of the Council during the session of the 
Council. Moreover, the Council that same 
night passed a resolution which they feared 
might be construed as a violation of the in- 
junction, and asked the advice of Mr. Jaum- 
son, who was present, as to its effect. He 
then gave another opinion, to the effect that, 
though the resolution in question might not 
be construed as a direct violation of the in- 
junction, it would be better to reconsider it. 
All of this shows that the Council was famil- 
iar with Mr. Jamreson’s opinion that the can- 
vassing of the vote would be a violation of the 
injunction, and make the Aldermen amenable 
to punis ment for contempt. They did not 
then violate it, nor did they until attorneys 
had been specially employed who gave an- 
other opinion, Now, in spite of the notorie- 
ty of this affair, all the guilty Aldermen, ex- 
cept Mr. Drxon, in their effort to purge them- 
selves of contempt, swore that they knew 
nothing of the opinion; and Mayor Corum 
swore that he had really forgotten all about 
it, and that, if he had been called to the 
stand a day sooner, he would have sworn 
that he had never seen it at all! Can it be 
that thé conflicting testimony in the Buren 
trial has already had its influence throughout 
the country ? 

There have been other surprising incidents 
in this contempt trial, among which was Mr. 
Frank Apams’ apostrophe to the jewel of 
consistency, called out by his having joined 
in both opinions, taking precisely opposite 
grounds. There was also a magniloquent 
declaration of Mr. Ear A. Sroras, to the 
effect that he would pluck his heart from 
his bosom rather thanshrink from giving an 
honest opinion, aye, even were all the Courts 


are very affecting, and we have no doubt 
that his bold and fearless utterance struck 
dismal remorse into the hearts of the Judges 
before whom Mr. Sronns is accustomed to 
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from contempt because they did not advise a 
violation, but merely gave an opinion that 
it was illegal (knowing it would be construed 


as advice), then the Courts had better.cease 
issuing injunctions unless they are furnished 


with an army to enforce them. The fact is 
that a desperate game was played by des- 


perate men, and the lawyers who gave it a 


professional sanction will have more reeson 
in the end to.regret their action if this con- 
tempt is not punished than if it is punished ; 
for, in the former case, the Courts upon 


which they rely will henceforth be powerless. |

WILL CANADA SECEDE? 

A piece of recent Canadian legislation has 
partly severed one of the few remaining links 
between that country and England. Hither- 
to an appeal has lain from the courts of Can- 
ada to the English Privy Council. A Cana- 
dian Court of Appeals has now been formed, 
which is to have eoextensive jurisdiction 
with the Privy Council. An appellant can 
carry his case to either, but the decision of 
either will be equally conclusive. When the 
bill constituting this court was laid before 
the Canadian Parliament, it contained no pro- 
viso for giving, the new forum equal authority 
with the Council. A private member moved 
that its judgment should not be subject to 
any Imperial appeal. Ministry neither sup- 
ported nor opposed the idea. The ex-Premier, 
Sir Joun Macponanp, opposed it as the 
first step towards separation from the Em- 
pire.” Yet the House carried the amended 
bill by a large majority. It passed the Sen- 
ate only by the casting vote of the Speaker, 
who should have voted the other way, ac- 
cording to the Spectator, because the tradi- 
tional duty” of the Speaker of the English 
House of Commons is to give his casting 
vote in favor of the existing law. Unless the 
Crown exercises its almost nominal preroga- 
tive and vetoes the bill, the legal system of 
the Canadas will be practically separated from 
that of the Empire. 

The change is not one of slight importance. 
The Spectator comments on it at length, and 
says: “Autonomy in its technical and 
proper sense means nothing more or less 
than exemption from the appellate juris- 
diction of a superior.” If Canada 
means to follow up this step, she will moet 
with no armed opposition. When nuréling 
States are old enough and strong enough to 
walk alone, the Mother-Country cannot keep 
them in leading-strings much longer. The 
fact is a legacy left to politicians by the 
American Revolution. The Canadians will 
never celebrate, says the Spectator, “sa 
Declaration of Independence followed by a 
war.” And the reason, according to the same 
authority, is that whénever the Colonies want 
to go, they can do so. When Lord Granviiz 
was managing the affairs of the Colonial Office, 
he showed very plainly his belief in the policy 
of persuading them to go. He thought the 
colonies were mere execrescences of the Impe- 
rial body-politic, with the exception, of course, 
of Hindostan and a few others, and wanted 
to be rid of them. Few Englishmen per- 
haps, fully share his views, but the only good 
the colonies do Great Britain is to throw a 
vague glory around the name of Englishman, 
to serve as training-schools for young and 
asylums for old politicians, and to enable 
orators to dilate on the seattered jewels of 
the Imperial diadem.” It is very fine, from 
one point of view, to have a dram-beat that 
circles the world anda stretch of territory 
so vast that the sun never sets upon it, but 
all this costs money and piles up the taxes. 
It does not pay to peaceably retain the 
colonies ; it certainly would not pay to retain 
them by force or try to do so ; and so Cana- 
da can secede when she wants to, without 
fear of harm. And, since this is so, it is not 
probable that she will long acknowledge even 
a shadowy sovereignty in a Power 3,000 miles 
away. Loyalty is not strong enough to 
stretch across an ocean. The result of seces- 
sion will doubtless be voluntary annexation, 
ere long. The manifest-destiny argument 
about controlling the Mississippi from source 
to mouth applies to the St. Lawrence as well. 


CHICAGO'S MUSICAL BILL. 
We print elsewhere a detailed statement of 


the money which has been paid by the con- 
cert and opera-goers of Chicago for their 
music during the season which is now vir- 
tually closed, embracing the months from 
September to June, inclusive. The state- 
ment is complete, excepting the patronage 
bestowed upon the Beethoven Society and 
Apollo Club, which it is very difficult. to esti- 
mate, inasmuch as the membership tickets in 
these organizations are not all limited by a 
season, and the Turner Hall receipts. The 
total amount by our showingis $112,573.25, 
and it is possible that the additional receipts 
at the concerts mentioned might swell 
the amount to $120,000. Of the first sum 
mentioned, $35,131.50 have been devoted to 
purely local music, and $77,441.75, or 
little more than twice as much, to 
foreign music, in the shape of  trav- 
eling operatic and concert troupes. 
The details of these totals are of 
interest. The English opera troupe, which 
had the good fortune to open the season, and 
get the cream thereby, in two weeks did the 
large business of $36,076.76, or an average of 
$2,577 for each of its fourteen performances, 
—asum almost equal to the combined re- 


ceipts of all other foteign performances, and 


but $18,785, or an average of $1,341 for each 
performance, With a troupe twice as expen- 
sive as the English, its receipts were only half 
as large, and the season was a disastrous 
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in their patronage of music. The disastrous 
reverses of the managers have been partly | 


due to bad management, but mainly to the 
fact that the managers have taken no account 


of the dullness of the season and of the de- 
termined economy of the people, ‘They have. 


come to Chicago when business was slack and 
money tight, and urranged their prices of ad- 
mission as if the times were flush and money 


abundant. The same remark is true of the. 


purely local concerts. Of the hundred or 


more given in this city for churches, chari- 


ties, and other purposes, very few have paid 
the expenses, partly because they have not 
been very attractive in the programmes, and 
partly because the prices have been too high. 


been particular enough to make their pro- 
grammes new. People have been surfeited 
with Povsutt, Cray, Monzcor, Van Ga- 
pare, Fesca, Harton, Otarrer, and others 
of this stamp, who are tediously alike. If a 
large price is charged the programmes 
must contain something attractive. There 
have been amateur concerts given here 
this season, at opera prices, which 
did not contain a single element of nov- 
elty in their programmes, or a single 
number which has not been heard scores of 
times. On the whole, however, there has 
been an merease of interest in musical mat- 
ters. The number of entertainments for 
187475 has been much larger than for 1873- 
74, and the various musical organizations of 
the city are in good condition. Immediately 
after the Fire, Tun Tarsus predicted that 
music would be the last element to recover 
the ground it had lost, and this has proved to 
be the case.

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THE SHYSTER CASZS. 

The Chicago Times has been recently the 
defendant in two eases of libel, the offense 
in both cases being in applying the term 
“‘shyster” to the defendants, who were at- 
torneys-at-law. The first case, Burizr plain- 
tiff, was tried, and the jury gave a verdict for 
$500 damages. In the second case, where 
Bus was plaintiff, there was a verdict for 
defendant. A defense in both cases was that 
the term shyster was not necessarily libelous, 
and there was a mass of testimony as to the 
proper signification of the word ; in addition, 
there was the general defense of justification. 
What was the controlling view of the jury in 
either case we do not know, nor why Burizs 
got damages and Busen got nothing. We 
know neither of these persons, and what we 
propose to say has no reference to them or to 
their cases. 

While the word shyster has so far no ad- 
jadged or lexicographical definition, it is a 
term popularly used every day. It isa term 
applied exclusively to persons who practice 
law, and, when used to describe a man of 
disreputable personal and professional char- 
acter, is applicable to a very large class of 
persons in this city and in all cities. When 
used in this sense and thus applied, the term 
has very justly and properly a most con- 
temptuous and degrading signification. 

There is need of such a word. We do not 
know how old the term shyster is, but there 
was an occasion for a proper term, and we 
suppose it was a coinage of necessity,—some- 
thing to supply an existing want. We do not 
mean to say that “shyster” has no other 
meaning than to describe a disreputable law- 
yer doing a disreputable business, nor that 
it always has a degrading significance ; but 
what we mean to say is that there are, in all 
large cities, a large body of men who get ad- 
mitted to the legal profession, to describe 
whom some title was needed, and that, if 
shyster covers them, then it is a word as 
much negiled for popular use as gambler, 
sharper, vagrant, swindler, and other terms 
used to describe other social pests. 

The legal profession make a great mistake 
when they loosen the lines which separate an 
honorable profession and the practice which 
is of questionable character. There may be 
a necessity for two branches of the profes- 
sion; one for the practice of the law in an 
honorable manner, and one for the 
abuse of the forms of law in the 
interest of knavery, dishonesty, vice, 
corruption, and social depravity. If this 

ity exist, and lawyers are needed 
for both lines of practice, so be it; but the 
distinction between the two branches of the 
profession ought to be so wide, and the moral 
and professional lines separating them 80

The best testimony 
to the excellence of his book “‘ Democracy and 
the Constitution is, that, although it bas been 
but a very short time published, it is already a 
text-book in the original in Yale University. 
Von Holst has every qualification to write the 
political history of this country. To a philosophie 
and scientific cast of miod, he unites practical 
experience of the working of our institutions 
with all the proverbial laboriousness and con- 
scientious impartiality of the real Germgn sa- 
vant. Americans will find much profound 
thought on the circumstances that surround 
them in the work of Mr. Von Holst. If any 
proof of this is needed it is furnished by the 
pamphlet before us on the Administration of An- 
drew Jackson, and ite significance in the dovel- 
opment of democracy in the United States of 
America. Mr. Von Holst considers the Adminis- 
tration of President Jackson as in more than one 
respect the most important epoch in the 
history ef this country.. We may not 
all agree with him when he says that with Joho 
Quincy Adams the last statesman who for a long 
time should sit in the Presidential chair left the 
White House. With Jackson, the crowd and the 
professional politicians, he says, began their 
reign. In Jackson's election he sees the triumph 
of redical democracy over modified democracy, 
The men who had preceded Jackson were men of 
high culture, refined tastes, and some preten- 
sions to the science of statesmanship. Jackson 
had not, as Prof. Von Holst remarks, learned the 
alphabet of statesmanship when be was recom- 
mended by the Legisiature of Tennessee for the 
Presidency. The recommendation was a sub- 
ject of much ridicule and amusement in New Eu- 
gland, where people were still somewhat idealis- 
tic in their notions concerning the chief of a 
great nation. All they knew of Jackson was that 
he had been Senator from Tennessee,and that in 
debate his voice grew choked with passion. 
Morally, he had no control over himself; in- 
tellectually, he was undisciplined. True, he bad 
been aJudge of the Supreme Court of Ten- 
nesses; but this was at a time fwhen it was as 
important to be up to the tricks of the Indians, 
and to be able to take a good aim at them, as to 
be versed im the law of the land. The nation in 
general was acquainted with him as a successful 
and able General. Yet in the East it was thought 
that the people had too much good sense to re- 
ward with the Piesidoncy the hero of New Or- 
leans and of a few Indian batiles. 

But Jackson was a man of the people. He 
sprang from the masses, and belonged to the 
masses, Hitherto there were but two classes of 
the country that sought to obtain the upper hand 
in the Government,—therlavebolding aristocracy 
in the South, and the commercial and profes- 
sional aristocracy, or bourgeoise,in the North. 
The great mass of the people confined them- 
selves to casting their votes for the candidates 
who sprang from these classes. But it was im- 
possible that the American plebs should not dis- 
eover that the ballot-box had placed the pre- 
ponderance of power in their bands. The 
American State was founded on the assumption 
that the people wers made to rule; in the 
speeches of political leaders it was maintained 
that they were. Bat the masses of the 
Americin people had never yet asserted their 
power. The opportunity came to them with the 
candidacy of Andrew Jackson. They advocated 
his election, not as the victorious General, but 
as the man of the people,—the people’s choice. 

Much to the dismay of New England, the 
Peunsylivania State Copvention, held on March 4, 
1824, indorsed the nomination of the Legisla- 
ture of Tennessee. Had there not been four 
candidates in the field, it is very probable that 
Jackson would have been elected that year. But 
there were fapr,—Adams, Jackson, Clay, and 
Orawford. Nefther of them received the con- 
stitutional majority of electoral votes, and the 
election therefore devolved on the House of 
Representatives. Clay was dropped here. Jack- 
son had received 99 votes, and Adams 84, in the 
Electoral College. Clay cast his influence for 
Adams, who was elected by the vote of thirteen 
States to eleven, seven of which last were given 
for Jackson and four for Crawford. The action 
of the House of Representatives was the signal 
fer an outburst of indignation from the great 
mass of the people. Their will had been 
ignored. Jackson bad received a plurality of 
votes, both of the Electors and of the people. 
Several of the States which had voted for 
Crawford or Clay preferred Jackson to Adams. 
The House of Representatives was accused of 
having trampled on the will of the people. The 
peopie of the country re-echoed the charge. The 
constitutionality of Adams” election was not 
questioned, but its moral justification was. It was 
claimed that the voice of the majority should 
be respected aa the expression of the sovereign 
will of the people. On this Prof. Von Holst 
rightly remarks that the jemand of the masses 
was in conflict both with the letter and the spirit 
of the Constitution; and that it was even an at- 
tempt at the sovereignty of law itself. Its logic- 
al development would be the making 
of the ocaprice of the majority, and 
eventually of 0 plurality, of the peo- 
ple the supreme lawof the land. It was the 
negation of constitutional government ;

not unlike that of the celebrated Courts of 
Europe in the seventeenth and eighteenth cen- 
turies. For the first time the now familiar 
doctrine To the victor belong the spoils” was 
proclaimed. For this doctrine Jackson has been 
held responsible. It lay, however, in the very 
nature of things; and it was by mere accident 
that Jackson's name became connected with it. 
The qualification for office became the eapacity 
of helping party. Yet, in the constitution of his 
Cabinet, Jackson paid little attention to party 
considerations. The great merit of most of the 
Cabinet was their opposition to Clay. 

Jackson's character is rightly estimated by our 
author. He could brook no opposition. He al- 
ways felt sure be waa right, and equally sure that 
those who disagreed with him were not honest in 
their opposition. In his political, as in his mili- 
tary career, he divided ali men into two classes, 
—friends and enemies. Those who were not for 
him were against him. He was strongly attached 
to his friends, and made their cause completely 
his own. He was a bitter enemy. He could not 
always distinguish the important from the unim- 
portant, nor draw the line between political 
and social life. Whatever he undertook he 
worked at with all his might, and never gave up 
a thing once begun until he bad completed it, 
nor began a new thing till the previous one wan 
done. He was quick in coming to a decision, 
and his own person was the lest element in any 
consideration. His personal liking or dislike of 
@ man dictated the rule of his action towards 
him. It was next to impossible to shake him iu 
his opinion when he had once formed one. But 
until he had made up his mind on a subject, he 
was as soft as wax in the hands of a clever man. 
Von Holst thinks that since the days of Louis 
XIV. the maxim L’elal c'est moi has not found a 
more ingenuous expression in any man than in 
Andrew Jackson, with the difference, of course, 
that the latter was a Republican, while the for- 
mer was le grand monarche. 

Jackson wes the typical American. The in- 
stincts of the masses were the support of his 
political views, aud his sim the gratification of 
those instinets. The force of his will gave them 
full swing.“ Story said, with reference to him: 
“T confess that I feel humiliated at the truth, 
which cannot ‘be disguised, that, though we live 
under the form of a Republic, we are, in fact, 
under the absolute rule of a single man.” 

The question of the United States Bank was 
the great question in the Presidential election of 
1832. But here, too, Jackson and the people 
were one. In his veto message he had appealed 
to them on the subject in a manner which could 
not fail to have great effect. The exclusive 
privileges of the Bank bad a tendency, he said, 
to make the rich richer and the poor poorer ; and 
much of the same sort. His opponents were 
short-sighted enough to give the veto message 
the widest possible circulation. He had etruck 
the chords of the popular heart, and received 219 
electoral votes, while Clay received only 49. His 
re-election, of course, sealed the fate of the 
Bank. Space does not allow us to enter into the 
minutie of the trials and conflicts of Jackson 
during his second term of office, as portrayed by 
Prof. Von Holst. Besides, they are sufficiently 
familiar to our readers. We have been forced to 
satisfy ourselves with exhibiting what the learned 
writer says of the significance of his Administra- 
tion, and its bearing on the development of ro- 
publican institutions. 

No one man was suéeessor to the influence wield- 
ed by Jackson. The masses of the people were 
the beir of his power. Since bis tune, the pow- 
er bas been in the hands of the people as it nev- 
er was before. It is undeniabie, says Von Holst, 
that, beginning with his Administration, the 
American people heve taken the control of the 
Government out of the hands of a few men 
of statesmaniike views, and confided it to the 
care of an ever-increasing number of profes- 
sional politicians from every rank of society. 
The consequence of this is that little interest is 
taken to-day by many of the best men fh the 
country in politics. Whatever may be thought 
of Andrew Jackson personally, it is certain that 
the maxim which has obtained currency since his 
day—tbat to the victor belonged the spoilsa—bas 
done much to foster the corruption in public 
affairs from which we have suffered, and out of 
which it is no easy thing to see our way. 

Prof. Von Holst deserves the thanks of the 
American people for his excellent work on De- 
mocracy and the Constitution.” Americans are 
pot, perhaps, impartial judges of their own histo- 
ry. The German Professor telis us occasionally 
an unsavory truth; but we have much to gain 
and nothing to lose from seeing ourselyes as

THE MARKET. 

THE BEAUTIFUL WEATHER OF THE PAST WEEK 
has had the effect of engendering some life in 
the real-estate market, but while a better tone 
and an increase of negotiation is noticeable, 
there is no such marked increase in the volume 
of transactions. The bears. still hang on the 
market, but holders are stubborn, and the conse- 
quence of the lock is a continued dullness. The 
Real-Estate Journal is of the opinion that hold- 
ers are too obstinate. It says: There are 
other points beside Cook County where money 
can be made in land, and a portion of that which 
can be secured to this section by a moderate 
lowering of prices may drift away if owners do 
not yield a little.“ 

THE PRESENT CONDITION OF AFFAIRS, 
however, can hardly last, and holders are prob- 
ably acting upon juster business considerations 
than the bears. It is not improbable that the 
status of the market will before long be changed 
by an influx of capital. The great plethora of 
capital whieb now exists in all the money centres 
will be apt to seek relief by investment in real- 
ty. Oapitalists who formeily used their funds

He was told that it was good fora 
dime's worth of soda-water, and was asked what 
he would have. He was somewhat at a loss to 
know how to make a selection, but finally said: 
„Give me some of what they're a-drinking, Mis- 
ter,“ pointing to a couple of gentlemen. The 
clerk accordingly handed him down a glass of 
bitter Kissingen. The newsbdoy put it to his lips. 
His expression of cheerful expectancy changed to 
ove of dismay. Setting the beverage precipi- 
tately on the counter, he smiled a sickly smile 
and said: It don’t taste like it used to do, Mis- 
ter,” and then quickly vamosed, lest his expres- 
sion of distaste might be resented as libelous 
by the proprietor. If some oldster who had not 
kept up with the times in that particular, and 
who retained old-time notions of soda-water, 
should be handed a glass of cream soda, he 
would be very apt to use the same expression as 
the newsboy. It is not so very many years ago 
when soda-water was chiefly used in its plain 
state as simple water impreguated with carbonic 
acid gas. Then it was the sovereignest thing 
on earth” for the crapulous depression following 
a vight's excesses in vinous potations, and was 
in general use as an effervescent diluent for 
brandy or whisky, es seltzer is

Like the dream of an e ean, ive 
dulcet excellence insinuated itself upom the 
palate of tra.s-Atlaotic gourmets, when Ameri- 
can exhibitora in European fairs propagated a 
knowledge of the new beverage. t the penu- 
rious babite of Europeans render them averse to 
spending their money for such evanescent 
drinks as soda-water, When they expend as 
much as the value of 10 cents for a drink, they 
want something that they cad sit at a table with 
end chit half an hour over, and, however sweet 
may de the soda-water that . fizzes 
* us brief period under their noses, 
u leaves with them dist recollections 
of large ex ure for ex gly transient 
soggy tet age the unthrifty free-handeduess of 
the people sticks at no such scruples, 
and the sale of soda-wacer in this country is 
simply immense.

nation is a thorough misnomer, Probably the 
name came from the fact that f 
carbonic acid gas was generally obtained by the 
action of sulphurie acid on carbonate of soda, 
bat pow marbiedust, which iss carbonate of lime, 
ig the material used. 

THE APPARALUS 

for the manufacture of soda-water consists of a 
generator, an acid chamber, and ope or more gas 
wasbers. Mar ble dust is placed in the generator. 
and sulphuric acid let down on it from the acid 
chamber. Sulphate of lime is formed, and car- 
bonic acid gas disengaged, which passes off into 
the gas-washer, which is a chamber filled with 
water, through which the gas bubbles. Gen- 
erally it is passed through several washers, 80 as to 
remove from it any unpurities before ag into 
reservoirs, from whicn it is drawn off as needed 
in the aeration of liquids. The generators in 
ordinary use are of iron, and are tested at 300 
pounds te the square inch; the best are of steel, 
and are tested at 1,000 pounds to the square 
inch. 

THE EXPLOSION IN A BOSTON DRUG-#TORE 
last week, and the demolition of s four-story 
building, shows with what destructive violence 
these generators may explode. With ordimary 
precautions the danger is small, if any. In some 
generators the pressure of the gas in tle gen- 
erator may force open the valve at the bottom 
of the acid chamber, letting ina large quantity 
of sulphuric acid and di large 
volume of carboulc acid gas, the sudden in- 
csease of pressure endangering the security of 
the apparatus. In the case of the Boston ex- 
plosion, something may have ged the duct 
dy which gas escaped from the generator 
into the gas-washer. The gas, collecting in the 
generator, forced up the vaive in the bottom of 
the acid-chamber, aud a large quantity of acid 
pouring in suddenly. 17 an enormous 
quantity of gas, bursting the genérator, and 
blowing up the building as narrated.

Prof. Frank H. Hall, Principal of our 
West Side Public Schools, also owns a farm in 
the vicinity of Mr. Judd’s; aod these two gen- 
tlemen have so impressed the people of Sugar 
Grove with the importance of the ugdertaking 
that the school is now an established fact, and 
P of. Hall—a gentleman in every way well qual 
ified for the position—bas been engaged to carry 
it on for three years. 

A preliminary festival, or picnic, was held yes- 
terday upon the grounds, which was largely ai- 


‘tended by the yeomanry of the township, while 


scores of the best citizens of Aurora were also 
present, A bountiful entertainment was spread 
beneath the trees; appropriate speeches were 
made by Judge Parks, 8. B. Hall and Dr. 8. B. 
Hawley, of Aurora, and Thomas Judd, of Sugar 
Grove; and denations to the amount of $1,400 
were made upon the ground, for the purpose of 
supplying the school with the necessary appar- 
ratus and furniture.

“CHILDREN'S MAY DAY” AT PLYMOUTH CHURCH. 
Duepatch to the Cincinnati Commercial, 

Brooxiyy, May 26.—it was a remarkable spec- 
tacle in whleh Beecher figured to-day, after lis- 
tening to the close of the great diatribe, which 
has occupied Porter forsix days, and about which 
I will tell you in a few minutes, There is a beau- 
tiful custom in Brooklyn of annually celebrating 
the 26th of May as “ Children’s Day.” The 
city and all its streets are surreniered to the 
childrep. Tho Sanday-school children, number- 
ing 70,000, who enjoy what is known as their 
„May walk,” whten they parade about, decorated 
with flowers and carrving little flags, hold 
festivals at the parks and in the 
cuarcoes, singing hymos, listening to ad- 
diesses, and eating nice things. believe 
it was Beecher was invented the ‘* Children’s 
May-Day of Brooklyn. Bat I guess he bor- 
rowed the idea irom the customs of ancient 
times apd-otber countries. At all events the 
$,000 children of the Sunday-schools connected 
with bis church have the gayest time on their 
May day, and Beecher id always particularly 
exuberant as be receives their floral and affec- 
tionate homage. 

From the court-room, after Porter bad closed 
at 1 o'clock, I weut down to Deecher's church. 
A crowd of children surrounded it, and tue vast 
edifice itself presented the most picturesque 
spectacle. It was filled with boys and girls, 
most of them gaily dressed, though 
there were many poor ones among 
them, and hundreds of them holding 
sioft their banoerets or gonofalons. There 
were small toddlers of 4 or 5, lads and lasses 
from 10 to 15, young men and masens from 1 
to 19 or 20, all of whom had marched in proces- 
s.on through the streets to this place.

Then a brief and lively ad- 
dress was made to them. When the speaker be- 
gan telung of his love for Beecher, the 3,000 
children ch waved their flags, aod couid 
hardly restrain their enthusiasm. ‘heir rippling 
laughter at bis good points was like that of 
Xenophon’s Greeks when he caught sight of 
the Heilespont. 

From the church the children marched to 
Beecher’s house, beaded by a band of music. 
which planted itself before his door. Beecher 
stood bareheaded on the front steps, surrounded 
by bis wife and all bis family for the hour the 
long line of children moved past him, waving 
their flags, cheering and throwing their flowers 
at him. The good little ones threw them 
a his feet, others tossed them 80 that 
he could catch them. The very good ones 
walked up the steps and handed them to him; the 
yery wicked ones threw them at his nose, as he 
shook with laughter, and guarded his face with 
his bands. Beecher stood deep in flowers, and 
held arms full of flowers.

CHURCH AFFAIRS. 


THE UNITED PRESBYTERIANS. 

Woosres, O., May 29.—In the United Presby- 
terian Assembly, fourth day, Dr. Marrow,of Al- 
bany, and the Rev. W. 8. Owens, offered a paper 
with reference to the encroachment of the Ro- 
man Catbolic Church in this country. It called 
the attention of the Assembly to the efforts of 
that Church to control the public schools, and 
to influence the political character of the na- 
tion. 

Dr. A. A. E. Taylor. President of the Wooster 
University, was recognized as the delegate from 
the Presbyterian Church, and will be heard on 
Tuesday evening. 

The report of the Home Mission Board shows 
eighty-four men appointed to preaching stations, 
while 110 have applied for appointments; 
$39,415 were appropriated to che mission stations 
for the present year. The following sappoint- 
ments to important fields are singled out: The 
Rev. James Brown, D. D., to Indianapolis; the 
Rev. George R. Murray, to Atlantic, in Presby- 
tery of Nebraska; the Rev. James McCartney, 
to Omaha; tbe Rev. K. H. Cooper, to Topeka, 
Kan. ; the Rev. H. P. Jackson, Salem, Lil. 

The greater part of the missionaries are sent 
not to one congregation, or even to ove presby- 
tery, but for three months to one place and 
three to another; no two quarters in the same 
local ty. This method of working bas been suc- 
cessful in the past and seems to be highly 
thought of by the majority of the Assembly. 

The report of the Committee on Home Mis- 
sious, the Rev. D. 8. MeCheney, was tlie sub- 
ject of discussion during the forenoon, It 
recognized the success of the mission work un- 
der the Board during the year. 

Dr. Brown, Secretary of the Board, warned 
the Assembly against increasing the appropria- 
tions. He said many young men offering their 
services to the Board could not be employed be- 
cause a large number of the vacant congrega- 
tions are allowed to make their own engage- 
mente for preaching. This tendency to Congre- 
ga ‘ionalism he condemned. 

Rev. J. G. Carson spoke very earnestly against 
the distribution of supplies made by the General 
Committee, giving the preference to stadents of 
the second year over ministers and licentiates 
who have finished their course. He bad voted 
against this in the General Convention because 
the General Assembly had forbidden the Preaby- 
teries to license two-year students.

The Memoria! Day services at Oakwood Ceme- 
tery were conducted by;Whittier Post No. 10, De- 
partment of Illinois G. A. R. The members of 
the post were present in fair numbers in the 
morning, and prepared evergreen féstoons over 
the main entrance to the cemetery and over the 
location of the principal graves. 

An abundance of floWers had been provided 
by the t by purchase, and just before the ar- 
rival of the noon train the post marched in order 
to the fifty graves of soldiers lying side by side, 
and thickly strewed them with roses, pinks, aud 
other flowers.

Commander Koch, and Commander Hanson was 
the officer chosen to decorate the graves. Among 
the graves of officers which had received the 
tributes of their friends were those of Col. Gill- 
more, Col. Grosvenor, Lieut McKee, aad Capt. 
Englested. 

After each grave had been remembered with 
floral tributes the Post proceeded to the mein 
entrance of the cemetery, and awaued the arrival 
of the train which brought the people from 
Hyde Park and some from Chicago. They then

which was near the largest collection of soldiers’ 
aves. Here a speaker's deek bad been erecied 
y the Post and diaped with flags. 

The memorial service of the Grand Army was

families, better soldiers, and better patriota. 
TEE BEV. DR. M’MURTRY 
called attention tothe old Latin motto which 
bade all not to speak ill of the dead, and was 
giad to observe that charity, as well as patriot- 
ien, abounded, He aleo recounted some ex- 
periences of his own, during the War, in Alex- 
andria and Washington. 

The Post was then closed by the Commander 
with appropriate ceremonics. 

After the conclusion of the ceremonied at the 
altar, the Post proceeded to decorate several 
graves of comrades of the Union Army, and 
then marched to the 4,000 Confederate Soldiers’ 
graves on the south side of the inclosure and be- 
stowed upon them in the spirit of the truest char- 
ity a liberal offering of like flowers to those used 
in ee ne ge of _comrades. It 
seems that ittier Post should receive credit 
for this exhibition of their wish 
that sectional hatred should be forgotten in the 
celebration of an anniversary dedicated to the 
brave soldiers of the late War.

After school, when the doubting, dreaming, 
inquiring ones who have gladdened or saddened 
her ail day long have asked their last questions 
or made their statements, and after a short 
spasm of indecision have finally made their se- 
lection of text-books for the evening study (for 
they, too, must work out of school hours in or- 
der to succeed), and have goae home, then she 
begins a thorough looking over and oor- 
recting of writiag-books, spellers, examples 
in mental and practical arithmetic, and any 
miscellaneous written work that she may have 
felt it necessary to require of her papils. This 
daily, the last of the week or the mouth, if he: 
ctass is well advanced iu tne grade, brings with 
it extra written examinations, until, if she hangs 
up her keve aud sbakes the dust of the schoul- 
room (or tries to) from her skirts before 5 
o'clock, it is an indication either that she is 
a very rapid worker, or that she takes some of 
her papers bome to correct by gaslight. 

Bat the actual amount of labor done is not 
the only basis upon which this particular branch 
of industry should be paid, Id teacning, more, 
perhaps, than ia most other kinds of labor, the 
excelie..ce of the work is in direct proportion to 
the experience of the individuals engaged in it. 
Tue grammar-teachers are, or should oe, those 
who, by long trial, have proved themselves com- 
petent to fill places of responsibility. 

It must be obvious even to the most careless 
observer, that to teach a very few simple 
branches, and to properly control small children, 
does not require the experience nor the constant 
thought and care that it does to teach classes 
whose lessons include the greatest variety of 
subjects and whose inclination to learn things 
wrong, or to learn nothing at all, is often so 
firmly grounded, by the tame they are of a syjta- 
ble age for the grammar grades, a@ to ca a 
feeling of surprise to mingle with the nataral 
sensation of anxious discouragement that such 
cases awaken in the teacher's wind. 

Aside from these. considerations, which per- 
haps are more valid to the teacher than to otbers, 
unless the pay of the grammar teachers is made 
more to co:respond with their greater labor god 
experience, the difficulty even now apparent of 
fiding such positions with efficient teachers will 
certainly iacrease, aud there will ensue, in con- 

uence, an inevitable depreciation in the qua- 
ity of the teaching. It may be that there are, as 
we often hear said, plenty of texwhers to be had, 
but the supply of good teachers willing to work 
for insufficient pay is not in excess of the de- 
mand at present, and excellent teachers are 
needed in grades where the instruction and 
example of one incompetent teacuer may do 
more harm to the immature judgment and par- 
tially founded characters of her pupils than 
many subsequent years can eradicate. rex

TOO MUCH LARD, 
¥. v. COLE & OO. IN TROUBLE. 

A business suspension of considerable magni- 
tude took place on South Water street day before 
yesterday. The unfortunate house was that of 
F. F. Cole & Co., No. 98 South Water street, 
who deal largely in provisions, and also transact 
a commission business. The failure did not be- 
come generally known oo the street until yester- 
day, when the store was visited by many of the 
creditors who were anxious to learn its extent, 
and the prospects for realizing upon their claims. 

The firm attributes its suspénsion to the fail- 
ure to carry through a corner on lard which has 
been manipulated by several Board of Trade 
mea for the past month. Messrs. Cole & Co., 
relying upon the strength of the operators to 
corner the lard market, invested hearily, and for 
a time there was a fair prospect that their ven- 
ture would realize considerable profit. Ths 
large receipts of hogs during the last two weeks, 
and the consequent increase jn the lard product, 
caused a decided decline in the price, the corner 
collapsed, aed the firm was obliged to suspend.
